ANNUAL  GENERAL,  MEETING 

OF  THE 

SHIFNAL  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 


The  annual  meeting  of  subscribers  to  the  Shifnal  Cottage 
Hospital  was  held  in  the  Church  Room,  on  Tuesday,  February 
14th,  1928,  Brig. -General  R.  Hoare,  C.M.G.,  D.S.O.  (who  was 
introduced  by  Col.  J.  R.  Howard-McLean)  presiding,  and  it  was 
gratifying  to  find  such  a  splendid  attendance  of  supporters. 

The  Chairman  presented  the  Annual  Report  as  follows  : 

In  submitting  their  report  the  Committee  wish  to  point  out 
the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  patients.  In  1926  444 
patients  were  treated.  In  1927  we  find  520,  which  emphasises  the 
need  of  the  enlarged  building  and  shows  that  the  enlargement  was 
justified. 

We  are  also  able  to  record  an  increase  in  the  receipts,  from 
£(676/1/0  in  1926,  to  £(749/0/0  in  1927,  which  latter  amount  was 
made  up  as  follows :  Subscriptions  and  Donations  £(274/5/9  ; 
Entertainments  and  Collections  £(229/15/0;  Church  Offerings 
£(25/16/8;  Pound  Day  £(75/14/10;  Patients’  Payments  £127/12/9; 
Maternity  Fees  £(15/15/0  ;  Credit  Balance  brought  forward  from 
1926  £1/1615. 

Naturally,  with  an  enlarged  building  and  a  larger  staff,  and 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients,  we  find  our  expenditure  has 
increased  from  £(674/4/7  in  1926,  to  £747/14/3  in  1927.  This  ex¬ 
penditure  is  made  up  as  follows  : — Repairs,  Rates,  etc..  £(27/18/5  ; 
Furniture  and  Drapery,  £(13/1/0;  Coal  and  Lighting,  £(108/5/10  ; 
Printing,  Postage,  etc.,  £(36/16/11  ;  Medical  Necessities,  £(84/14/10; 
Housekeeping,  £(227/3/4  ;  Laundry,  £(22/3/3;  Salaries,  £(227/10/8  ;  • 
and  we  carry  forward  a  credit  balance  of  £(3/2/2.  We  think,  con¬ 
sidering  our  enlarged  building,  larger  staff,  and  consequently 
increased  expenditure,  it  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  we  have 
made  both  ends  meet  and  can  carry  forward  a  small  balance  on  the 
right  side, 

At  the  annual  meeting  a  year  ago  a  resolution  was  passed  that 
the  Committee  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the  Maternity  Wards. 
These  are  now  complete  and  were  opened  last  October  by  Lady 
Bradford,  with  J.  Reid  Walker,  Esq.  presiding,  in  the  presence  of 
a  large  number  of  people,  showing  the  great  interest  that  is  taken 
in  this  Hospital,  and  also  its  popularity,  which  I  need  hardly  say  is 
due  to  the  confidence  reposed  in  its  efficient  Medical  Staff  and 
Matron. 

The  accounts  in  connection  with  these  new  maternity  wards 
are  not  included  in  the  report,  it  being  thought  better  to  hold 
them  over  until  all  payments  are  made,  but  it  is  expected  that  at 
least  another  £(250  will  be  required  to  meet  all  expenses  connected 
therewith. 


The  Linen  League,  of  which  Mrs.  Reid  Walker  is  President, 
Mrs.  Banister  Hon.  Secretary,  Miss  Isaac,  Mrs.  Hastings,  Mrs. 
Lea  and  Mrs.  Sydney  Legge  Executive  Committee,  with  collecting 
members  in  the  various  parishes,  is  doing  splendid  work  for  the 
Hospital. 

The  Committee  greatly  value  the  continued  support  from 
the  Lady  Forester  Trust,  the  Oddfellows  in  Albrighton,  Beckbury, 
and  Ivetsey  Bank  ;  the  A.O.  Foresters  in  Shifnal,  R.A.O.  Buffaloes 
in  Albrighton,  the  Women’s  Institutes  in  Albrighton,  Beckbury, 
and  Burnhill  Green  ;  the  Blymhill  Dramatic  Society,  Shifnal  Town 
Flying  Club,  Shifnal  Working  Men’s  Club,  and  also  those  who 
have  organised  the  Dances  and  Whist  Drives  at  Albrighton,  Bad¬ 
ger,  Beckbury,  Bell  Hotel  and  Recreation  Room  at  Tong,  and  the 
Sutton  Maddock  Fete.  Also  those  who  so  willingly  collected  or 
assisted  at  our  Fete  and  Pound  Day  in  Shifnal.  To  all  who  have 
supported  the  Hospital,  whether  in  cash  or  kind,  we  tender  most 
sincere  and  hearty  thanks,  as  it  is  through  their  generosity  we  are 
enabled  to  carry  on  the  good  work  of  alleviating  the  sufferings  of 
the  afflicted — Yet  again  we  appeal  for  a  larger  number  of  regular 
or  annual  subscribers,  even  of  small  sums,  as  the  best  way  of  en¬ 
suring  the  continuance  of  the  valuable  work  which  this  hospital 
was  and  is  still  doing. 

In  this  connection  I  have  thought  the  more  general  use  of 
Bankers  orders  would  be  of  great  assistance,  if  only  subscribers 
will  use  them.  It  is  of  the  greatest  help  to  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  to  know  what  regular  income  they  can  depend  upon  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  so  I  have  had  a  few  forms  made  out,  and 
you  have  only  got  to  sign  one  over  a  2d.  stamp  and  your  subscrip¬ 
tion  to  the  Hospital  is  assured  for  years  to  come,  until  you  stop  it. 
It  will  be  a  saving  to  anyone  who  does  so,  as  instead  of  a  cheque, 
which  costs  2d.  every  year  and  a  l^d.  stamp  on  the  envelope,  one 
Banker’s  order  will  suffice  year  after  year  till  you  stop  it. 

From  a  report  of  the  working  expenses  of  294  Voluntary 
Cottage  Hospitals  in  Great  Britain,  it  was  found  that  while  the 
total  average  cost  per  bed  in  these  294  hospitals  was  105/4/0,  the 
cost  per  bed  in  this  hospital  works  out  at  £92/3/5,  or  £13  below  the 
average.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  this,  and  it  shows  that  this 
economy  is  carefully  studied  in  the  running  of  the  Shifnal  Cottage 
Hospital,  and  it  is  something  to  be  proud  of. 

The  Chairman,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  com¬ 
mented  upon  the  fact  that  the  strictest  economy  was  practised  by 
all  concerned  with  the  management  of  the  hospital. 

Colonel  the  Hon.  F.  H.  C.  Weld-Forester  seconded  the 
motion,  stating  that  everything  was  done  to  make  the  patients 
happy  and  to  secure  a  speedy  recovery,  and  referred  to  the 
maternity  wards,  with  which  everybody  who  went  over  the  hospital 
was  delighted.  The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 


Mr.  T.  C.  Smith  was  unanimously  re-elected  Hon.  Secretary 
on  the  proposal  of  Mrs  Banister,  seconded  by  Dr.  S.  B.  Legge. 

Colonel  Hon.  F.  C.  Weld-Forester  said  that  it  was  with 
regret  they  accepted  the  resignation  of  their  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Edwin  Holmes,  and  he  proposed  that  Mr.  H.  K.  Ault  be  elected 
Hon.  Treasurer,  this  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  J.  K.  Swinburne 
and  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  S.  B.  Legge  proposed,  and  Col  Hon.  F.  C.  Weld- 
Forester  seconded,  that  Mr.  H.  Revell  Phillips  be  appointed  Hon. 
Auditor,  vice  Mr.  S.  Ford,  resigned.  (Carried). 

The  retiring  members  of  thecommittee — Mr.  J.  E.  Meredith, 
Mrs.  Melville  Legge,  Mr.  T.  Freeston,  and  Mr.  C.  R.  Summers — 
were  re-elected,  and  Mrs.  Perry  (in  place  of  Mr.  Plant,  deceased) 
on  the  proposition  of  Col.  J.  R.  Howard-McLean,  seconded  by  Mr. 
E  Bowen.  (Carried). 

The  following  alteration  in  rule  1 1  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Aldersey,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Ault,  and  adopted,  viz  :  that  the  words 
“Three  Guineas’’ be  deleted,  and  “  Six  Guineas  ”  be  substituted 
therefor. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Brigadier-General 
R.  Hoare  for  presiding,  on  the  proposition  of  Dr.  S.  B.  Legge, 
seconded  by  the  Rev.  J.  K.  Swinburne.

Duty  and  I  direct  that  the  said  Legacy  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  for  the  tune  being  of  the  said 
Hospital ,  ivhose  receipt  shall  be  a  sufficieyit  discharge 
for  the  same. 

Note. — Under  the  provision  of  the  “  Mortmain 
and  Charitable  Uses  Amendment  Act,  1891,”  Land, 
etc.,  may  now  be  given  by  Will  for  Charitable  purposes. 


RULES  FOR  SHIFNAL  COTTAGE 

HOSPITAL. 


Adopted  and  revised  at  a  General  Meeting ,  Feb.  24th,  1914. 

1.  — The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  benefit  and  accommodation 
of  the  poor,  when  suffering  from  disease  or  accident  ;  but  no  case 
of  advanced  pulmonary  consumption,  or  other  incurable,  infectious 
or  contagious  disease  shall  be  admissable.  In  the  case  of  private 
patients,  under  the  care  of  either  of  the  Medical  Officers  in  Shifnal 
who  cannot  be  treated  satisfactorily  at  the  residence  of  such 
patients,  they  may  be  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of 
such,  treatment,  with  the  consent  of  the  Medical  Officers,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  upon  making  a  special 
weekly  payment,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee,  provided  the 
admission  of  such  patients  shall  in  no  way  interfere  with  the 
accommodation  required  for  the  poor. 

2.  — All  subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  the  1st  Jan.  of  each  year, 
and  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  C.  Smith,  Market  Place, 
Shifnal,  or  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  K.  Ault,  Lloyds  Lank,  Shifnal.  No 
one  whose  subscription  is  three  months  in  arrear,  or  who  has  not  been 
a  subscriber  for  six  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  annual 
or  general  meeting,  but  except  as  aforesaid,  all  subscribers  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  on  all  occasions. 

3.  — Every  annual  subscriber  of  one  guinea  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  recommending  one  patient  for  admission  to  the 
Hospital  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  week,  and  one  patient 
for  every  additional  guinea  subscribed.  Donations  from  Church 
or  Chapel  offertories  and  collections,  from  Friendly  Societies, 
or  from  private  Collecting  Boxes,  of  one  guinea,  shall  entitle 
the  person  remitting  the  same  to  recommend  one  patient, 
and  similar  donations  of  two  guineas,  two  patients,  and  one 
patient  for  every  additional  one  guinea,  at  any  time  within  twelve 
months  from  the  day  of  the  remission  of  such  donation.  But  no 
person  remitting  such  donation  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  respect 
thereof. 

4.  — Any  employer  or  other  person,  not  being  a  subscriber  of  at 
least  21s.,  who  may  send  a  patient  in  to  the  Hospital  will  be 
held  liable  for  the  expense  of  that  patient  at  the  rate  of  21s.  per 
week  for  board  and  washing.  Any  patient  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
who  is  a  member  of  a  Club  or  in  receipt  of  statutory  compensation 
from  his  employer  will  be  charged  by  the  Committee  at  the  above 
rate.  All  questions  as  to  contribution  or  amount  of  contribution 
shall  be  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Committee. 


5.  — The  annual  meeting  of  subscribers  shall  be  held  as  soon  as 
convenient  after  January  31st  each  year.  Any  subscriber  desiring 
to  bring  forward  a  proposition  at  such  meeting,  shall  give  at  least 
fourteen  days’  notice  of  his  or  her  intention  to  the  Honorary 
Secretary,  stating  the  terms  of  the  proposition.  Six  clear  days’ 
notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be  given  to  the  Subscribers  by  the 
Honorary  Secretary,  and  such  notice  shall  state  the  business  to  be 
transacted  at  such  meeting. 

6.  — A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time  on  the 
written  application  to  the  Honorai*y  Secretary  of  at  least  ten 
Subscribers,  or  five  Members  of  the  Committee ;  such  application 
shall  state  the  purpose  for  which  such  special  meeting  is  to  be 
called,  and  no  other  business  than  that  stated,  shall  be  transacted 
at  such  meeting. 

7.  — The  general  management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  entrusted 
to  a  Committee  of  15  Subscribers,  one-third  of  whom  shall  retire  in 
rotation  every  year,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  The  ex- 
officio  members  of  the  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer, 
the  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  and  the  Honorary  Secretary.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  any  office,  the  same  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  That  any  Member  of  the  Committee  who  shall  be  absent  from 
more  than  six  consecutive  monthly  Meetings  of  the  Committee 
(except  in  case  of  illness,  or  for  some  reason  approved  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee),  his  or  her  seat  on  the  Committee  shall  become  vacant. 

8.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  any  bye-laws  they 
think  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  Hospital,  provided  such 
bye-laws  be  submitted  to  the  next  general  meeting  to  be  confirmed, 
and  if  not  confirmed,  then  such  bye-laws  shall  be  rescinded.  Three 
members  of  Committee  shall  form  a  quorum. 

9.  — The  Medical  Department  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
superintendence  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

10.  — Patients  who  have  received  Hospital  Tickets  from  Sub¬ 
scribers,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  provided  there  is 
sufficient  accommodation,  and  the  case  is  a  suitable  one  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  Committee. 

11.  —  Patients  who  are  able  to  contribute  may  be  admitted  on  the 
payment  of  a  sum,  not  exceeding  six  guineas  per  week,  to  be 
decided  by  the  Committee  or  the  Medical  Staff". 

12.  — Other  Admission  Tickets  shall  be: — 

Tickets  for  Subscribers  of  one  guinea  to  those  only  who 

cannot  afford  to  pay. 

13.  — No  patient  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  without  an 
Admission  Ticket,  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

14.  — The  services  of  the  Medical  Staff  are  honorary,  but  this 
shall  not  preclude  the  acceptance  of  fees  for  accidents  from  friends, 
or  any  public  or  private  body,  according  to  the  Poor  Law  Scale. 

15.  — Hours  of  admission  for  friends  of  patients  from  2  to  4.  on 
Sundays  and  Thursdays. 

16.  — These  Pules  shall  not  be  altered  except  at  an  annual  or 
general  meeting. 


RULES  FOR  MATERNITY  BRANCH. 


1.  — Patients  can  only  be  admitted  to  the  Public  Ward  on  the 
payment  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  guineas  per  fortnight ;  the 
Intermediate  Ward  on  payment  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight 
guineas  per  fortnight;  and  to  the  Private  Ward  by  arrangement. 
Medical  attendance  is  not  included.  All  questions  regarding  fees 
to  be  decided  by  the  Committee  and  Medical  Staff. 

2.  —  Application  for  admission  should  be  made  at  least  three 
months  before  the  date  of  requirement. 

3.  — All  patients  admitted  can  only  be  attended  by  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  — All  patients  must  pay  in  advance,  and  subscribers’  tickets 
not  accepted  as  payment.
